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saving to them of thousands upon 
thousands of dollars iu tho purchase 
of fertilizers, with a largely in- 
creased production of all crops 
throughout the State. One thing 
in making experiments with fertil- 
izers should be borne in mind, that 
a plant cannot take up its food un- 
less that food is in a soluble condi- 
tion, and that in every dry seasons 
there may not appear to be any gain 
from the use of them; still they are 
not lost; they are in the land ready 
for the next crop. 

Of oourso it is to the interest of 
every furmer to inane and use all 
the barn yard manure he can, but 
this alone will not supply the waste 
of his land; he must add annually 
something to help supply the waBte, 
The amount of potash alone taken 
from our soil annually by the to- 
bacco crop and carried to other 
lands is enormous, indeed startling. 
In view of the fact of the necessity 
of this mineral to the growth of ali 
plants, and tho further fact that it is 
one of the fixed elements of soil, is 
not increased by rains or snows, or 
from the air, and that when thoi- 
oughly exhausted tho soil is nccct- 
sarily sterile, teaches us tho necessi- 
ty of liberally using it as a fertilizer

These fossils aro composed largely 
of phosphate of lime; and in their 
decomposition are constantly giving 
to the soil phosphoric acid.

As it enters largely into tho con- 
stitution of all plants one of two] 
things has to be done in successful 
farming to furnish the necessary 
potasn to the growing plant, eithor 
to apply the potash directly a3 a 
fortilizor to the soil, or to apply to 
the land some article, such as sul- 
phate of lime (land plaster), to liber- 
ate the potash from its combination 
and set it free. The former course is

Potash can be bought in the mar- 
kets in various forms. The higher 
grade? of sulphato of potash and 
muriate of potash are the strongest 
forms, each containing about fifty 
per cent, of actual potash. 

Potash can be found ii* other 
forms, as in wood ashes, which con- 
tain about 8 per cent., and cotton 
seed hull ashes, which contain lrom 
20 to 30 per cent. 

Tobacco stems (mid-rib) contain 
from ti per cent, to 10 percent, of pot- 
ash, and are rich in nitrogen besides, 
thus making them very line- fertiliz 
ers. Where these can be had near at 
hand, farmers should avail, them- 
selves of them.

Several years ago a eoedsnjan adver- 
tised a “new breed" of poultry— the 
Patagonian. A thrilling tale of a sea- 
miui who fonnd a coop of those birds on 
lioanl a South American ship served to 
give tho breed a start. It wont up like 
a rocket, but ceino down heavier tliau n 
stick. Wo bought several settings of 
the eggs, some of which failed to hatch 
at all, while others gave a variety of 
chickens ot all sizes and colors. This 
seemed to ho tho exjierieneo of most of 
those who bought eggs, and the “Black 
Patagonians" are now practically un- 
heard of. 

Last year, however, we began ta boar 
of tho ' 'Patagonians' ’ again. While 
visiting Mr. C. S. Cooper's jxraltry yard 
to look at hia Wyandot tea, we noticed a 
lien of unique aud strikingly handsome 
birds, different from anything we had 
over seen before. At first sight they 
seemed to be small dark llralunas, but 
an examination quickly showed that they 
had several distinct markings. 

“What aro those birds, Mr. Cooper?" 

“Brown I^atagonians! This breed is n 
•sport’ from the old black Patagonians." 

Tho birds were so handsome that wc 
bought a setting of eggs. The lien, “Prin- 
cees," shown in the out. was hatched 
from this first brood Tho picture is an 
oxccllent likeness of the lx.n. 

“Prinoios" weighs about 0) pounds. 
81>e is dark gray in color, with delicate 
white penciling in t'ue feathers. Her legs 
aro short, yellow in color, and lightly 
feathered. Tho oornb is small aud fully 
protected by a crest or “top knot," which 
gives tho birds nsi airy and spirited ap- 
pearance. Tho body is round ami plump,

and also a member of the Memphis 
bar. The tragedy oocurred on 
Main Street, opposite Court square 
and pensioned great excitement on 
tho crowded thoroughfare, which 
was thronged, in addition to the us- 
ual crowds, by a large number ot 
lady shoppers which the bright 
spri ng wmffer had hi ought out. 

Mr. Poston was a member of- the 
law firm of Poston & Poston, and his 
family is one of tho most prominent 
in the city, and well known through- 
out the South.

Col. H. Clay King scrved| with 
distinction in the Confederate army, 
being commander ot “King’s Tigers” 
is a brilliant lawyer, has held differ- 
ent offices in Shelby county and is 
tbe author of King’s Digest of the 
laws of Tennessee, which was for a 
long time a standard work.

Laying tho tile rflmuhl follow hnroe- 
fftatoly upon the leveling (grading) of 
the bottom, and in order to perform this 
tasia-svitbout Ftappiug into the ditch a 
six foot pole with a ono- quarter inch 
iron rod fastened to the end and liont in 
the form of an elbow is used to handle 
section after section of tile, nml placing 
it in it* proper place. Tlie ends should 
bo closely fitted together, and clay sub- 
soil firmly packed around them to hold 
them in their place, until tho ditches 
can lie filled np again ta tho top. Fine 
surface soil or anything that will decay 
should not bo put immediately in con- 
tact with the tiles. It is also essential 
that tlie point of discharge in the laterals 
should bon few inches above the level 
of the main, to insure a good flow. It. is 
otc-iou* that tiro tile* can be laid directly 
upon the bottom of tlie ditch when the 
Rulisoll is perfectly hard and solid, espe- 
cially if of- stiff clay. Soft mnek or quick- 
wind In tiro bottom of drains makes it 
necessary to rest the liles upon a line of 
narrow six inch boards placed In tho 
drain, os here illustrate l.

As more room was needed in a year or 
two. tbs Imildings “E,” 24 feet by 32 feet

This, it will be observed, nearly sur- 
rennded my burn yard with buildings, 
except on tlxi east and a small rectum 
on tiro south and west, and nllhougb nil 
roofs were spout wl to carry nwuy the 
water, we began to experience tiro serious 
difficulty of too much water.

It began 
to' dawn ujiou mo that a covered barn 
yard would be a good thing, and as the 
farm was becoming more productive 
and more room ueccasury — born floor 
8]Ktce being especially defleteut— (ho fol- 
lowing plan was resorted to: Tta* space 
marked "G,“ 42 feet by 50 feet, woe cov- 
ered by a burn, with posts 30 feet. This 
bom was ret on sixteen posts of round 
white oak about fourteen tnches in di- 
ameter, mounted on stone pedestals and 
high ciKiugh t>j that the threshing floor 
came level with tiro old liaru floor and 
in lino with it. This increased our thresh- 
ing floor to 73 feet in length and covered 
a l-.rge area of the yard. This seems to 
meet tiro required want, It furnishes » 
cool place m summer and a warm place 
in cc.oler weather, nud jirotects the ma- 
nure from hleuclung rains and bleaching 
nunc.

Clover, lit'K'thy, orchard grass, i»l 
top and Iiungarian or millet are tiro 
sorts n xist usually ;:rown for hay. Fci 
feeding out on the farm with all clasoee 
of stock, veil c’.o'‘ -r stands at tiro lu-ad. 
It can be sown lu the spring on wheat or 
with oats or by itself. It grows rapidly 
and given a g.iod yield If the season is at 
all favoTxible. In adilitiou to making a 
good feed, whether imstuml or harvested 
and made into hay , clover is one of the >eet 
crepe to oid in building up the fertility. 
Timothy is one of the best grasrew for 
hay for Iron**, und if liny is grown for 
market timothy will return the K-st 
proiit, au it sells ut a higher price than 
any other kind. 

Red top mahes n good hay; it ripens 
after clover und timothy and is trotter 
adapted to growing on thin land tlian 
either of the others. It can be sown in 
the usual way. Orchard grass on reason- 
ably good land makes a good growth aud 
yield, the only objection Iroing its inclina- 
tion to grow In stools, but this can bo 
avoided try using plenty of seed und se- 
curing a good even stund all over the 
surfitce. Hungarian or millet makes » 
good hay, especially for cattle or droop, 
and on good rich soil, well prepared and 
iu a favorable season, will give a large 
yield of hay. It is an annual and must be 
sown each year, ami is not a profitable 
gras* to grew ou tliiu land. It can be 
sown tbo latter j»rt of May or the first 
of June, and care nmst tie taken to pre- 
pare tiro soil in u good tilth before plant- 
ing. — Pruirie Funner.

All furni- 
ture is portable, and can bo carried 
through the door leading to the alley, 
taken out doors and cleansed by scald- 
ing, whitewashing or painting with 
crude petroleum, wlflch lie obtains from 
oil wells only sis miles away at u man 
inal price. The second story of upright 
is used ns n storeroom for coops, feed, 
read dust, etc., through tho winter, and 
for hatching purposes in tlie spring, fer 
which iro always trusts to “mother hen," 
with all her faults, hie room, 10 by 20, 
easily accommodating fifty sitters. The 
foregoing cut and description are repro- 
duced for our readers from The Ameri- 
can Poultry Yard.

Applytnf CoinmerrtBl Fertiliser*. 

A correspondent of Tho Nt*w Vork 
World writes; My plan in tho garden, 
oapro-ially with nil small crops liko let- 
tuce, onions and this class, is to prepare 
tiro soil in good tilth ready for the seed 
und then scatter the fertilizer broadcast 
os evenly <vj ti possible. Then even tbe 
surface with a gc*d sterol rake; work the 
fertilizer well into tli soil. With all 
this class of plants the fertilizer needs to 
be near th« surface in order to benefit 
them. With cabnage. tomatoes ami all 
tbe class of larger vegetable [ilonts moke 
the [iloee for tlx< [ilants. using a dibble 
or garden trowel. Put in the fertilizer 
and sfir it in well with the noil and then 
set in the plants. With sweet corn, po- 
tatoes and this does of plants prepare 
tho soil and mark out the farrows ready 
for the seed. Drop tho fertilizer where 
the seed i* to bo planted, stir into tiro 
etrfl, then [4ant aixl cover tho seed. Gen- 
erally Liiid will Iki found better, especial- 
ly with potatoes, than to wait until tlie 
plant* oome np ond then apply commer- 
cial fertilizers.

Northwest Stookman discourses as fol- 
lows: Old, lirukeu mouthed ewtro are 
dear at any price. If they cannot lie *old 
to the butclier feed them to tho crows in 
the fall —they will got them anyhow be- 
fore “tho voice of tho turtle is hoard in 
tho land." 

All sheep are subject to both internal 
ami external jiarasitos. Food them occn- 
sionally a little hardwood ashes or finely 
pulverized tobacco, which will free them 
from worms ami imprevo their general 
health. Dip them thoroughly In some 
approved sheep dip, and there is nothing 
better than a preimration of tobacco. 

Do not overstock; better keep too few 
rather than too many. If a dock of 100 
sheep could be mode n* [irofitable as a 
flock of ten, she] herds would be clothed 
in purple ami fine linen. Mix a little 
sulphur with their salt; It enriches the 
blood nml disagrees with tick* and other 
parasites.

Gyp*tiui for Clover. 

The plants that derive profit from gyp- 
sum include all known to the agricultur- 
ist, but some more than others profit by 
the fertiliser, says American Cultivator. 
Clover stands at tho head of tfco list as 
one responding quickly to the upidica- 
tioD, and it will often make all the differ- 
ence between a good anil u bad crop of 
clover whether the gypsniu has been ap- 
plied Ono huudred pounds of land plas- 
ter to the acre, sown broadcast, will pre- 
vent a clover patch from being burnt np 
by a dry spell, and 800 pounds spread 
over the fields beforehand will givo the 
clover a splendid start. It may be sown 
at seeding time, or when the plants are 
up, but tiro former method seems prefera- 
ble, for it will then enable the plants to 
get a good catch. Gypsum is thus made 
tbe foundation of a good crop of clov«r, 
and if tbe young crop is threatened by * 
drought gypeurn can come in ns q 
topdressing. Even during very severe 
droughts laud .floater will avert direful 
calamity in tbe clovor field if applied 
early enough, says the authority quoted.

At a reoent meeting at St. Catherine’s, 
Ont., a vote was taken on the question 
of outdoor versus indoor wintering ot 
bees. Tbe majority favored packing on 

summer stands. 

Mr. Thomas G. Newman urges ou tbe 
reudere of Tbe American Bee Journal 
the import* uoe of their making bee and 
honey exhibits at the agricultural fairs, 
and gives some very good reasons for so 
doing. There is no doubt about the at- 
tractiveness to the average fair goer of 
bees in glossed hives and hooey in gloss 
crates. 

If separators are to be need, which 
■hall they be, wood or tin? I believe 
tbe general decision la that tin ie prefer- 
able with wide frames, and wood with 
tbe T supers, says a correspondent in 
The Beekeeper*' Review.
